Measure Misses by Tw 
Votes—Three St.Louis- 


pand Authority.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5—A 
bill to expand St. Louis City’s 
authority to build and operate off- 
street parking facilities, an im- 
portant traffic relief measure, 
was killed today by the Senate 
by & narrow margin of two votes. 
The vote was 16 to 8 in favor 
of. the bill, but 18 “aye” votes 
were necessary for passage of the 
measure. 

Three of the seven St. Louis 
Senators, William E. Hilsman, Ed- 
ward J. Hogan and Robert Pent- 
land, voted agginst the measure. 
Had two of the three supported 
the city’s bill it would have been 
passed. 

Immediately after the vote 
was announced, Senator Hilsman 
jumped to his feet and asked for 
verification of the roll call. He 
did this to prevent any supporter 
of the bill from changing his vote 
from “aye” to “no,” which would 
have permitted that member to 
ask for reconsideration of the bill. 

Senators Michael Kinney and 
David A. Hess,- the only St. 
Louis member who voted for the 
off-street parking measure, at- 
tempted to gain recognition to 
change their. votes. But Senator 
J. F. Patterson of Caruthersville, 
who was presiding, ruled that no 
votes could be changed after veri- 
fication had been requested. 

The effect of this parliamentary 
maneuvering was to prevent Kin- 
ney, who handled the city’s mea- 
sure, from personally asking for 
its reconsideration. Kinney said 
later that chances for reviving the 
bill “do not look very encourag- 
ing” because reconsideration — 
now be requested by one of 
eight Senators who voted against 
the bill.

Louis flatly rejected today sug- 
gestions that St. Louis legisla- 
ters enter into vote-trading deals 
with sponsors of the controyer- 
sial anti-filled milk bill in order 
to pick up support for the city’s 
earnings tax measure. 

“As far as I am concerned, 
there will be mm deals,” the 
Mayor declared. . “I think all leg- | 
islation should be considered | 
solely on iis merits.” 

It was learned that several St. 
Louis Senators have been ap-| 
proached: by outstate legislators 
who are backing the anti-filled 
milk bill, with a proposition that if 
the St. Louisans help them to 
pass their proposal they will line 
up behind the city’s important 
revenue-raising bill, Filled milk 
is milk from which butterfat has 
been removed and vegetable oils 
substituted. 

Bill May Be Called Up. 

Both measures have bogged 
down in the Senate. The earn- 
ings tax bill may be called-up 
for action in the Senate today, 
with Senator Michael Kinfiey of | 
St. Louis planning to ask that a 
crippling amendment exempting 
non-residents from the levy be 
reconsidered and defeated.

Backers of the bill are hoping

Mayor Tucker, -who arrived 
here late yesterday with former 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to work 
for passage of the earnings tax, 
said that vote-trading deals had 
been suggested to him for sev- 
eral weeks as a means of obtain- 
ing enactment of the city’s pro- 
posal. 

Opposition to City Tax Bill. 


A deal with the milk bill sup- 
porters was suggested as a means 
of picking up earnings tax batk- 
ing from rural legislators, many 
of whom are opposed to the St. 
Louis measure because they fear 
that other cities and government- 
al units in the state will demand 
similar authority. 

“We can not go along with any 
deal of any kind,” Tucker de- 
clared. “I think the earnings tax 
should be passed on its merits 
alone, and should not be per- 
mitted to be involved in any other 
controversy here. 

“In addition, I have no author- 
ity to bind the votes of any St. 
Louis legislators and would cer- 
tainly not attempt to do so.” 

As the .bill now stands, the 
authority to levy a tax of one- 
half of 1 per cent on the gross 
earnings of wage and salary 
workers and the net earnings of 
corporations and _ self-employed 
individuals would be continued 
for ‘two years beyond the present 
expiration date next April 1.

The French hope to én- 
tice the Reds into battle at these 
two heavily-defended points but 
so far the Vietminh has not 
obliged.

Eisenhower's message went to 
the Capitol even as Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 
other top Administration officials 
were outlining the program to a 
joint meeting of the Senate and 
House Committees on Foreign 
Affairs. 

Bill Goes te Senate. 


A bill embodying Eisenhower's 
‘recommendations reached the 
Senate shortly before Dulles be- 
gan testifying. . 

The $5,828,000,000 requested is 
$1,772,000,000 less than President 
Truman recommended 
budget message for the same 
period, the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. Nevertheless it is still 
higher than many Congress mem- 
bers seem willing to go. 

Eisenhower noted that the bulk 
of the money — approximately 
$5,250,000,000—is set up for mili- 
tary weapons and direct support 
“to the defense efforts of our 
friends and allies.” He called 
that division “a measure of the 
peril in which free nations con- 
tinue to live.” 

Summary of Program.

700 Educators Take Part 
in Evaluation — Teach- 
ing of Business Courses, 
English Among Weak 
Spots. 


St. Louis’s public high schools 
have been rated slightly above 
average but in need of many im- 
provements, it was reported yes- 
terday by a group of educators 
who conducted a sweeping two- 
year survey of secondary school 
facilities here. 

About 700 teachers and admin- 
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schools. Its were an- 
a meeting of the 
Sehool Board's instruction .com- 
mittee. 

Comprehensive studies were 
made of each high school and 
reported individually before find- 
ihgs were correlated for the final 
report, A similar survey is now 
under way in the elementary 
schools, i 

Numerical Rating Scale. 

Using a numerical rating scale 
of 1. (poor) to 5 (excellent), the“ 
survey gave the city’s 
schools an over-all rating of 3.27. 

Although the survey report 
listed “3” as “good,” actual value 
of the 3.27 rating is only slightly 
above average when compared 
with the entire scale. If was ex-| 
plained by Clement Holland, 
professor of education at St. 
Louis University and 
of the project. | 

A variety of criteria, including 
curricula, teaching staff, instruc- 
tional methods and school facil- 
ities, was used in determining the 
rating. In all, ‘58 educational 
areas, grouped in eight major 
divisions, were studied by experts 
in each fie}d. 

No Ratings of ‘Excellent.’ 

No: ratings of “excellent” were 
given, and in only two areas— 
school administration and student 
publications — were ratings of 
“very good” noted by the visiting 
committee. 

A larger number of topics were 
ranked below average, although 
none were rated only “fair.” In 
areas considered below average, 
the committee’s report outlined 
suggestions for improvement, 
which, it said would raise the 
rating. at 

“It is our opinion,”. the report 
stated, “that St. Louis can, and 
will develop a very fine program 
of secondary education in the 
next few years.” 

Results of the committee’s sur- 

vey were studied by local teach- 
ers at the request of the School 
Board. In an evaluation of the 
same material, teachers here 
rated most areas substantially 
higher. 
-- Discussing specific subject mat- 
ter taught in high schools, the 
visiting committee gave a rating 
of “3” to the over-all curriculum. 
“Within the program, it seems 
that St. Louis is strongest in 
science, music and social studies,” 
the report said. 

Weakest Spots in Program. 

“The weakest spots apparently 
are business education, home 
économics and physical education. 
for girls. Next weakest are Eng- 
lish and {industrial arts. These 
five fields should have attention, 
in an effort to bring up the lag- 
ging areas.” ° 

Lack of co-ordination was cited 
in the teaching of business educa- 
tion and English. In these areas, 
teachers often were found to be 
doing good work, but were work- 
ing independently of others in 
the same department. 

“We found many good teachers 
and some excellent teaching, but 
Also some colorless instructors 
and superficial methods” in the 
English curriculum, the report 
declared. 

The committee differed with 
current school policy conceritrat- 
ing the teaching of industrial 
arts in large technical high schools 
rather than im_ general 
schools. “At nearly every school, 
the committee argued for a good, 
two-year industrial arts program,” 
the report said.

$70,000 BEQUEST 
TO AID CHRISTIAN 
PRINCIPLES UPHELD 


DES MOINES, Ia., May 5 (UP) 
—The Iowa supreme court upheld 
a doctor’s will today and set aside 
arguments that Christian prin- 
ciples cannot be defined. 


In a 7 to 2 decision, the su- 
preme court upheld the will of 
Dr. W. B. Small, Waterloo, Ia., 
who bequeathed $70,000 to pro- 
mote Christian principles. 
District Judge Shannon B. 
Charlton of Waterloo held in 1950 
that the will was “unenforceable 
and invalid” because of wide- 
spread lack of common agreement 
of what Christian principles are. 
Small, a Methodist, left $70,000 
to be distributed to persons “who 
believe in the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion 
and the Bible, and who are en- 
deavoring to promulgate the 
same.” 

Ten nieces and nephews sought 
to break the will. Ministers and 
priests testified that the various 
faiths disagree on interpretation 
of the Bible. 

But the supreme court held that 
trustees of the estate are not re- 
quired to have “absolute knowl- 
edge” that the beneficiaries be- 
lieve in the fundamental princi- 
ples of Christian religion, The 
court said the trustees must know 
only that the beneficiaries are 
ne to “promulgate these prin- 
ciples.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5—A 
bill for repeal of the state in- 
tangible personal property tax 
paid by individuals was passed 
t by the Senate, 21 to 10, 
and sent to the House. 

tax, amounting to 4 per 
cént on the income from mort- 
gages, notes and certain types 
of debentures, brought in about 
$1,345,000 last year. The levy is 
collected by the state and the 
receipts are distributed to the 
cities, counties and other govern- 
mental units in which they are 
collected. - 

The payments in St. Louis last 
year amounted to $466,350, in- 
cluding $169,000 allotted to the 
city’s public schools. 

Liquor Control Head Bill. 

The Senate also passed and sent 
to the House a bill requiring that 
the state liquor control super- 
visor be a lawyer. It was prompted 
by criticism against the handling 
of liquor case hearings by the 
present supervisor, Hollis E. 
Ketchum, who is not an attorney. 

The bill was sponsored by the 
all-lawyer Senate. Judiciary. Com- 
mittee, which contended the 
supervisor should have knowledge 
of the rules of evidence. 

Legislation giving the Highway 
Patrol complete control of the 
state drivers’ license program 
passed the House over the bitter 
opposition of minority Democrats.

The bill gives the patrol power 
to collect the license fees as well 
as examine applicants. Fees are 
now collected by the State ,De- 
partment of Revenue. 

Bill on Radio and TV Tax. 

Also passed and ‘sent to the 
Senate was a bill which imposes 
a 5 per cent tax on the gross 
sales of sports promoters of .radio 
and television rights. The tax 
would be collected, mainly on 
boxing and wrestling events, by 
the .State Athletic Commission. 
Another provision of the bill in- 
creases the pay of commission in- 
spectors from $5 to $7.50 a day. 

Legislation to revise laws gov- 
erning the manufacture of ice 
cream was passed by a vote of 99 
to 5, The bill raises the minimum 
requirement for milk fat content 
from 8 to 10 per cent a gallon. 

Changes in the King-Thompson 
law, which regulates labor dis- 
putes in public utilities, also were 
approved. By a vote of 112 to 3, 
the House passed a bill requiring 
the staet pay workmen’s compen- 
sation and to insure itself against 
damage suits when the Governor 
seizes a strike-threatened utility.

Replies to McCarthy Who 
Had Demanded Secre- 
tary State Policy on 
Shipments. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles sharply challenged today 
the view that friendly and Allied 
nations should be pressured to 
cut off all trade with Communist 
nations. : 


Dulles said in testimony at a 
congressional hearing on the Mu- 
tual Security Program that “there 
are many forces at work within 
the United States which woulg re- 
sult in a further abdication of 
leadership.” Among those forces 
he listed “those who would seek 
to impose upon our friends and 
Allies additional restrictions upon 
their trade with the Communist 
world even in terms of non- 
strategic articles.” 

While Dulles’s carefully chosen 
words make no reference to Sen- 
ator McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
he expressed his view on the sub- 
ject of Red trade a day after Mc- 
Carthy abruptly broke off hear- 
ings on the issue with the de- 
mand to know what Dulles 

t about barring all allied 
trade with Red China. 


McCarthy’s Disbelief. 

McCarthy said he did not be- 
lieve two officials who testified 
before his Government operations 
subcommittee that the United 
States does not now favor a flat 
bar on all such trade. 

The two officials were John M. 
Leddy, acting deputy assistant 
secretary of state for economic 
affairs, and Kenneth R. Hansen, 
deputy to the mutual security di- 
rector, Harold E. Stassen. Mc- 
Carthy told Assistant Secretary 
of State Thruston B. Morton to 
get “a clear cut statement” on the 
Red China. trade issue from 
Dulles, 


“T am not going to take any 
more testimony from this wit- 
ness,” McCarthy shouted with 
Leddy on the stand, “until I get 
Mr. Dulles’s assurance that he is 
speaking for the State Depart- 
ment,” 


Dulles’s Testimony. 

The passage of Dulles’s testi- 
mony bearing on the issue posed 
by McCarthy was this: 

“Many countries which have 
always looked to the western 
world, and particularly the 
Uinted States as the source of 
greatest power, both moral and 
material, are beginning te won- 
der whether the center of power 
has not shifted from Washington 
to Moscow. Even in the western 
world there are non-Communist 
elements ready and eager to take 
power upon a platform of ap- 
peasement of Soviet Communism, 
or at least benevolent neutrality 
toward Soviet Communism, 

“At this juficture; there are 
many forces at work within the 
United States which would re- 
sult in a further abdication of 
leadership, There are those who 
would sharply raise our tariff. 
There are those who would sharp- 
ly cut foreign aid, There are those 
woh -would seek to impose upon 
our friends and Allies additional 
restrictions upon their trade with 
the Communist world even in 
terms. of.non-stragegic articles.

McCarthy, at yesterday’s hear- 
ing, maintained that Stassen re- 
cently told the subcommittee the 


] United States objective is to stop 


all trade with Communist China 
if possible.-The United States al- 
ready has embargoed such trade 
by American ships. 


But Leddy argued that the 
West may register “net” gain in 
strategic materials by a limited 
exchange of goods. 

The subcommittee has been in- 
vestigating “dual trade” in which 
ship-owners of Allied nations 
carry United States-financed car- 
goes and also trade with Commu- 


nist China or Iron Curtain 
Nations. 
McCarthy said ft is “inex- 


cusable” that the United States 
has not taken steps to stop such 
ade. 


Leddy said it is not necessarily 
true that all trade by Allies with 
Red China helps the Communists 
militarily. He said “ it depends on 
what comes out .., You have to 
take a net position .. . it’s what 
goes in and what comes out” 


He said some of the Allied na- 
tions benefit more from needed 
material they get in trade with 
China than the Reds do from 
non-strategic supplies from the 
Allies. “We have no objection to 
non-strategic exports by the free 
world” to Red China ff the Allies 
get “the largest possible advan- 
tage as a result of such trade,” le 
said.

For Union Now 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our generation has been through two 
devastating world wars and we are in 
constant fear of a much greater catas- 
trophe. The best that we have been 
able to do so far is to try to form a 
European Defense Community. 

Measured by traveling time, the 
North Atlantic has become a small sea. 
Around its shores we have a commu- 
nity of three hundred million free peo- 
ple who have 80 per cent of the indus- 
trial capacity of the world. In all vital 
matters we are one people. 

We have the same traditions, the 
game political freedom, the same civil 
rights and the same ideals. For 40 years 
our sons have fought together on. the 
game battlefields for the preservation 
of. our common freedom. A very high 

rcentage of us can speak the same 
anguage. 

With our power and numbers united 
in one Federal Union, the rest of the 
world could not conquer us; it would 
be insanity to attack us and ridiculous 
to threaten us; no combination of power 
could entertain the idea of world con- 
quest. 

It would. be easier for us to form this 

ederation now than it was for our fore- 

ers to form the small one in 1788. 
At that time it took weeks for them 
to travel from one end to thé other of 
their proposed federation. 
_ We will take the calculated risk of 
fighting one civil war every 90 years 
in preference to fighting several world 
wars in that same period of time.

. . . most of our wounded in Korea have 
been saved by a miracle—blood. Their life- 
line is literally the thin rubber tube through 
which precious, life-restoring blood and plas- 
ma flow into their veins. Without this mira- 
cle, neither surgical skill nor medical inven- 
tion can help. 


Gen. Omar N. Bradley wrote these words as a 
postscript to the Reader’s Digest condensation 
of W. L. White's latest book, “Back Down the 
Ridge.” It ig the story of our wounded in Ko- 
rea, of the brave men and women of our medical 
service, and of blood itself. For as Mr. White re- 
ports, blood is the prime medical weapon against 
shock, the real killer of the battlefield. 

Whole blood and blood plasma, plus speedy 
treatment, are saving lives in Korea that other- 
wise would be lost. In World War I, 80 out of 
every 1000 wounded men reaching hospitals died; 
by World War II, the rate had been cut to 45 
per 1000. In Korea today it is down to 24. per 
*1000 casualties, the result of blood and speed. 

Gen. Bradley concluded his postscript, “Won't 
you telephone your local Red Cross now and 
pledge one pint of blood?” In St. Louis the num- 
ber is FRanklin 4980; after 5 p.m., FRanklin 4991.

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Any and All, in Toto 


The American Legion’s executive committee 
has decided to oppose “any and all attempts to 
repeal in toto” the McCarran Immigration Act. 
This leaves the Legion’s exact position some- 
where between hither and yon. 

If the statement means what it says, the Le- 


gion will only fight outright repeal of the whole . 


immigration code, for that is what the McCarran 
law amounts to. But nobody has suggested _re- 
peal of everything in the code. It lumps justice 
with injustices and necessity with absurdity. 
Will the Legion, then, accept proposals short 
of. complete repeal—proposals. say, for more 
generous immigration quotas or for less arbi- 
trary treatment of naturalized citizens? These 
proposals have had the support of two Presidents 


and two Secretaries of State. The Legion's 


Americanism Commission, which recommended 
the Legion’s policy, could hardly ask for more 
American proposals than those. 
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Money Growing Dearer 

The boost in interest rates on mortgages in- 
sured by the Veterans and Federal Housing Ad- 
ministrations has beeff in the works for some 
time. Three weeks ago the Government pru- 
dently decided to quit purchasing home mort- 
gages as a “precautionary measure.” 

The precaution was to prevent the bankers 
from unloading their housing paper on the Gov- 
ernment in anticipation,of the increase in inter- 
est rates. This led to what the economists de- 
scribe as “uncertainty” in the mortgage market. 
Some laymen were inclined to think that lenders 
were on strike for higher interest and that the 
“uncertainty” would disappear when interest 
rates rose. 

Aside from the clamor of the lenders, the 
higher rates grow out of the Administration's 
anti-inflationary money policy. In effect, the 
Government is attempting to permit the demand 
for money to set interest rates. This was sig- 
naled last month when Treasury Secretary Hum-

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Missouri Had Trouble, Too 


Former President Truman’s sojourn in Hawaii 
convinced him more than ever that the islands 
should have statehood. Hawaii has been trying 
to enter the Union as a state since 1903, or a 
good deal longer than required by Mr. Truman's 
home state to gain admission. But Missouri, too, 
had its troubles in getting such recognition from 
Congress. 

Missouri had become United States territory 
in 1803 and a territory by itself in 1812. The 
move for statehood began in 1817 but it took 


four years of work and compromise — mostly , 


compromise—to accomplish the goal. 

By 1819 the Union had 11 free states and 
11 slave states. The House of Representatives, 
dominated by the more populous North, tried 
to gain Missouri’s statehood on terms of prevent- 
ing expansion of slavery. The Senate, where the 
South had an equal voice, objected. * 

In the same year, however, Maine applied for 
admission as a free state. This permitted the 
Missouri Compromise, famous in school books, 
which admitted both states and gave Henry Clay 
his enduring reputation as a man of compromise. 

Today some Southerners fear Hawaii’s admis- 
sion would create two more pro-civil rights Sen- 
ators, while some Republicans fear Alaskan 
statehood would produce two more Democratic 
Senators. Even a Henry Clay would have trouble 
finding a reasonable compromise for such un- 
reasonable objections. Hawali’s case ought to be 
decided on its merits, and Hawaii merits state- 
hood, 
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Governors at the White House 

President Eisenhower followed a praiseworthy 
example of the late Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
inviting the Governors to Washington for an 
interchange of information and counsel. 

If the current conference appears to be in 
conflict with the Eisenhower Administration's 
avowed purpose of returning as much in func- 
tion and prestige to the states as possible, the 
President resolved the issue in his remarks at 
the opening session. He teld the Governors: 


The conduct of foreign affairs and the 
business of war and peace are, under our 
Constitution, the responsibility of the Fed- 
eral Gqvernment. But in times like ours, 
the danger to ouf country involves the 
civilian populations in the cities and towns 
and on the farms of our states. The respon- 
sibility of all local governments is immense. 


Quite beyond the matter of responsibility 
is the: matter of counsel and judgment. All 
political wisdom does not reside in the 
White House, nor in the executive branch, 
nor in Washington itself. It comes from the 
minds and hearts of sincere and devoted 
men, wherever their field of action— 
whether in federal, state and local govern- 
ment or in private life. 


The overriding issue is, as the President said, 
“the peace and security of the country.” Our 
Governors should be better able to make their 
contribution to both peace and security after 
briefing by Cabinet chiefs and defense leaders. 

This assembly of the state executives at the 
White House is a score for the President. 
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To Head the School Board 


The six reform-minded members of the St. 
Louis School Board made a most generous ges- 
ture in offering the board presidency to Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt, and it is unfortunate that he turned 
them down, He said other commitments would 
prevent hin giving the office the time and ef- 
fort he thought necessary. 

The practical result of this decision is that 
the responsibility of board president likely will 
go by default to James J. Morrell. Mr. Mor- 
rell is both the board vice president and the 
candidate of its Old Guard bloc. So long as the 
current deadlock over the presidency continues, 
he will wield the gavel by virtue of his office. 

Under ordinary circumstances the board presi- 
dency is hardly more than a post of honor. Aside 
from the power to appoint committees, the presi- 
dent has no greater voice in school affairs than

Only yesterday, or so it seems, America 
took justified pride in welcoming the great- 
est man of our century, Albert Einstein, 
and refugees from political, racial, re- 
ligious and plain Neanderthal oppression.

Greedy interests began to move 
in upon the postwar Republican 
regime in the early 1920s which, 
itself, had followed the Woodrow 
Wilson social and economic re- 
form period, just as greedy in-

They have tasted blood in the 
offshore oil bill success.

EDUCATIONAL TV GRAB 
FEARED BY STODDARD 


Illinois U. Head Says Com- 
mercial Stations Are Afraid 
of Higher Standards. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
The president of the University 
of Illinois said today commercial 
interests “are afraid of education- 


al television because they fear it 
will raise the TV standards.” 
Dr. George W. Stoddard, in the

Wagner was born in Germany 
and brought to this country when 
he was 8 years old. 

He enteted politics in 1905 
when he’ was elected to the New 
York State Assembly. About the 
same time he befriended Al 
Smith, and the two rose to na- 
tional prominence together. 

In Forefront of New Deal. 
Wagner was in the forefront of 
the New Deal during its incep- 
tion in the early days of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
first term. He introduced and pi- 
loted through the Senate such 
early New Deal measures as the 
National Recovery Administra- 
tion, the Public Works Adminis- 
tration, the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration. 
He also was a sponsor of the 
Social Security Act. 

The Wagner act, however, was 
his best remembered monument 
in the field of congressional legis- 
lation. Passed in 1935,.it was 
labor’s biggest step forward. 

It weathered a Supreme Court 
hearing but was superceded in 
1947 by the present Taft-Hartley 
act. However, labor considered it 


ingly accepted the substitute act. 
Succeeded by Lehman. 
After 23 years in the Senate, 
ill health forced Wagner to ap- 
pear less and less in his congres- 
sional seat and he finally re- 
signed. 
In the interim between Wag- 
ner’s resignation and the special 
election four months later, John 
Foster Dulles, present Republican 
Secretary of State, was appointed 
to fill the senatorial post. Her- 
bert H. Lehman defeated him in 
November of the same year for 
the remainder of Wagner's un- 
expired term.

Wagner served in the State 
Assembly from 1905 to 1908, then 
spent the next nine years in the 
State Senate in New York. 
He became Lieutenant Gover- 
nor of New York in 19}4. Later 
he Was a justice of the state su- 
preme court and its appellate di- 
vision, He resigned the bench to 
seek election as United States 
Senator with the backing of Tam- 
many Hall, the Manhattan Demo- 
cratic organization. 

Early Career. 
Wagner's early law career, in 
which most of his cases touched 
on the problems of the laboring 
man, left a lasting mark on him. 
One of his most notable legal 
cases was on the side of the AFL 
against “yellow dog” contracts on 
the LR.T. subway line—contracts 
that prevented the men from join- 
ing labor unions, 
This background stood Wagner 
in good stead when he went to 
Washington as a Senator. In 1933, 
he was sumoned hoffie from a 
European vacation to head the 
National Labor Board, an unoffi- 
cial presidential commission con- 
cerned with preserving industrial 
peace amid the bitternes of the 
great depression, 
His thinking finally was crystal- 
ized into the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act—known as the Wagner 
Act. It legalized collective bar- 
gaining by employe agents, forced 
employers to negotiate with their 
help as a body, and provided po- 
licing of bargaining elections and 
unfair labor complaints. 

It lasted 12 years, often a bitter 
bone of contention between labor 
and industrial groups. Wagner 
defended it to the end and called 
the Taft-Hartley law “the start of 
a long-range attempt to render 
impotent the labor union move- 
ment in this country.” 

A widower, Wagner is survived 
by his only son. Funeral services

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7 ATOMIC. RESEARCH 
STATIONS IN’ BRITAIN 


Head of Program Tells Com- 
mons About Work at 
Each Place. 


LONDON, May 5 (AP)—Duncan 
Sandys, who as minister of supply 
is boss of Britain’s atomic energy 
program, gave the House of Com- 
mons yesterday the first official 
thumbnail description of what 
goes on in the country’s atomic 
stations. 

There are seven of these sta- 
tions, surrounded by six-foot-high 
wire fences. Three — Harwell, 
Aldermastor and Ametsham—are 
within 65 miles of London. The 
other four—Capenhurst, Risley, 
Springfields and Windscale—are 
in the mooriands of northern 
England, 

Keeping his information as non- 


technical as possible, Sandys told 


M.P.s the seven stations are 
“engaged on atomic research, de- 
velopment and. production for 
military and civil purposes.” 

At Aldermaston and its out- 
station at the Lendon suburb of 
Woolwich, Sandys said, they carry 
out research work on atomic 
weapons. 


Harwell — first of Britain's’ 


atomic stations to go into opera- 
tion and nerve center for the 
whole chain—is responsible for 
“fundamental research into nuc- 
lear physics and atomic energy, 
and provides basie scientific in- 
formation to the other establish- 
ments.” 

Amersham is a radio-chemical 
center where scientists prepare 
radioactive substances such as 
radon and radioactive isotopes 


used for medical, scientific and | 


industrial purposes. 

At Risley are the design and 
planning offices for producing 
fissile material. At Springfields 
they produce pure uranium from 
uranium concentrates. At Wind- 
scale, they get plutonium from 
uranium by méans of atomic piles. 
At Capenhurst, a “gaseous dif- 
fusion plant” produces a fissile 
material whieh can be used as 
an alternative to plutonium. It 
does. this, Sandys told slightly 
bewildered M.P.s, by “separating 
the uranium isotope U.235 from 
the more abundant isotope U.238.”

Sir Gerald Templer says he would 
rather see them live to serve the 
common cause than die like wild 
beasts in the jungle.. It is printed 
in the Chinese, Malayan and 
Tamil languages. 

The other side says, ‘‘The bearer 
of this pass wishes to surrender. 
He must be given good treat- 
ment, food, cigarettes and medical 
attention if required. He is to be 
taken as soon as possible to the 
nearest senior police officer.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5—The 
Missouri House, by a one-vote 
margin, finally gave tentative ap- 
proval yestérday to a watered- 
down bill to create a Missouri 
Turnpike Authority which would 
be empowered to construct and 
operate toll roads in the state. 

The measure, which was the 
subject of an all-day debate in 
the House last week, was per- 
fected 57 to 56.

LDERLY people are beginning to get some rights and 
F. prviteres especially in the way of financial security, but 

they should not overlook their responsibilities and obliga- 
tions. This is the warning of Christopher Ruess, director of 
old age counseling at the American Institute of Family Re- 
lations. 

“I’m tired of hearing senior citizens say they have done 
all that is required of them,” he recently said to me. “Every- 
one past ntiddle age is under a serious obligation to accept 
several responsibilities, and to live up to them as long as is 
humanly possible.” 

YY... = 

HE WENT ON to name them: 

Achievement of the desirable qualities of maturity. These 
include being dignified, benevolent, just, tolerant and happy. 
They can all be cultivated. 

Avoidance of “old age” qualities that make the elderly 
person unpleasant to iive with; for example, old-fashioned, 
‘slovenly, complaining, self-centered and feeling useless. By 
taking thought, these can all be escaped very largely. 

Endeavor to be such an elderly person as to make the 
younger generation desire to live into the beautiful later 
years of life. 

Endeavor to treat younger persons as you wished to be 
treated when you were younger. 

Giving counsel only When asked. 

Endeavor to make each decade of life richer, fuller, hap- 
pier, more beautiful than the one before.

RUESS has a mimeographed leaflet on “The Place 
of Old Age in a Master Plan of Life.” It would be valuable 
to any elderly person or to anyone responsible for such a per- 
son.

OME children never suck their thumbs or fingers. Others 

give evidence of having sucked even before birth. And 

occasionally we have boys and girls as much as 16 years 
or older who are referred to us because they still indulge in 
thumb sucking. 

The majority start sucking their thumbs somewhere 
around three or four months of age. From then on this be- 
havior may become increasingly persistent until it- reaches 
such a peak that the child, to his usually anxious parents, 
may seem‘to have his thumb in his mouth both day and night. 


o: 2 

WHEN THIS BEHAVIOR is at its height, it is a fact that 
sucking may-take place during a good part of the day, and 
for at least much of the night. If you remove the thumb 
forcibly from the child’s mouth, it is likely to come out with 
a loud “pop” and to go back in again at once unless forcibly 
restrained. 

It is usually when sucking has reached such a peak that 
parents worry the most and are most anxious to do something 
about it. Unfortunately this is probably the very worst time 
to interfere. Your efforts during such a period will have the 
least effect. It usually proves much more effective if you 
can wait until the behavior is on the wane before you make 
any definite efforts to stop it. 

This peak period for thumb sucking occurs later with 
some children than with others and continues longer with 
some than with others, depending on both constitutional and 
environmental factors. Certainly a troubled home or school 
situation can increase the amount of thumb sucking. But it 
has been our experience that some children are thumb suckers 


and that others are not. A bad situation»probably exaggerates, 


but probably seldom actually causes this behavior. 


* 

THUS PERHAPS rd mR practical suggestion we can 
give parents when they ask what to do about their child’s 
thumb sucking is ghe following: We can suggest that they 
familiarize themselves with the more or less normal course 
which thumb sucking usually takes (in our children, in our 
time) and then check to see how far their own child has gone 
along this course. 

'‘¥f, as we have noted above, the thumb sucking is merely 
“on its way in” or has about reached its peak, efforts to stop 
it in all likelihood not only will be ineffective but may actually 
be harmful. 

If it is nearing its end, you can either wait until it has 
taken its normal course, or you may take such direct meas- 
ures as seem fitting to you to hurry a little this natural 
ending of the behavior.

The royal children share their 
pleasures and are not in the 
slightest self-conscious or shy.

Queen Elizabeth decided when 
her first child was .born that he 
should be brought up like other 
children, and th her family 
should have normal nursery days. 
It is her wish that Prince Charles 
—by birth hereditary Duke of 
Cornwall, and later to be Prince 
of Wales (there is a rumor it will 
be a Coronation honor)—should 
be known in the household simply 
as “Charles” and his sister as 
“Anne.” 


The two children play horses, 
galloping and trotting down the 
long corridors of Buckingham 
Palace. They love the big gar- 
den. Swans on the lakes kept 
them excited, and now there is 
a much belabored sandpile. Their 
busiest moments are spent dressed 
in dungarees, bouncing each oth- 
er off a small plank that see- 
saws on the sand, or they make 
“porridge” by swishing sand and 
water around in pails. 

Since Prince Charles was one 


month old, Miss Helen Lightbody 
—Nana—has been in charge of 
the nursery. She is a Scot, with 


25 years of experience with chil- 
dren, and was nurse to the Duke 
of Gloucester’s young sons until 
they were old enough for ‘school. 


The two assistant nurses are 
also Scottish and still in their 
early twenties. Mabel Anderson 
is daughter of a policeman in 
Elgin and Agnes Cooper comes 
from Stonehaven. Outdoors, they 
wear plain grey or navy tailored 
suits with top coats and felt hats 
to match; indoors, they wear suits 
and white blouses, or white 
dresses in the summer. They 
learned care of children in the 
traditional manner, by starting 
as nursery maids in “good fam- 
ilies.” 

The lives of Charles and Anne 
follow the same daily routine, 
whether they are at Buckingham 
Palace, at White Lodge, Windsor 
or at Balmoral. They get up at 
the same hour, have their outings, 
fruit juice, meals and naps at the 


same times. When they are in 
London they p with children 
of the Queen’s friends.
